After the report of the City Manager on the results of his meetlng with
the Cltizenb Committee appolnted by the Councll to study the operation of the
City Coliseum, the rates to be charged, and such other matters as may be per-
tinent to the proper operation of the Collseum, the Councll discussed the
suggested rates and the uses of the Coliseum; also how the conc9551on should
be handled.

Councilman Johnson moved fthat the City Manager be instructed to have a
resolution prepared, for approval at the next meeting, setting up the rates
to be charged for the use of the Gity Collseum, and such other matters as may
be pertinent to the proper operation of the Colisdum; also to advertise for

WHIREAS, the University Baptist Church acting by and through Sebastian-
FTulcher Ailr Conditioning Company has presented to the Clty Council of the City
of Austin, = request for permlssion to construct, malntaln, and operate pipe
for air conditioning system across San Antonio Street Alley at a location
approximately 44 feet south of the south line of West 22nd Street; and

WHEREAS, the Director of Public Works has recommended that said installae-
tion be approved and the City Councll of the City of Austin has reviewed and
considered saild recommendationy therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT the University Baptist Church, acting by and through Sebastian-Ful-
cher Air Conditioning Company, be and the same is hereby permitted to install
pipe for air conditioning system, across San Antonlo Alley at a location
approximstely 44 feet south of the south line of West 22nd Street.

The construction, maintenance and operation of the aforesald alr condi-
tioning system shall be carried out at the expense of the applicant and under
the direction and supervision of the Director of Public Works of the City of
Austin,or his duly suthorized representative, and shall be placed in concrete
pipe, the dismeter of which pipe shall be 24% and shall have a minimum cover
of 12% and shall be so constructed that said alr conditioning system may be
repaired and maintained without ever disturbing any alley pavement now in
place, and in the acceptance of this permit the said Unlversity Baptist Church
acting by and through Sebastian-Fulcher Alr Conditioning Company, assume zll
damages which may occur to public or private property by virtue of this air
conditioning system being placed across San Antonio Street Alley at the loca-
tion above desecribed.

It is further understood that any damages whatsoever caused by existing
utilities during the course of construction, maintenance or operation of said
alr conditioning system ghall be paid for by the applicant above named.

own motor equipment and from which no gasoline is to be sold, subject to the
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same being operated in compliance with all the ordinances relating thereto, and
further subject to the foregoing attached recommendstions; and the Building In-
spector 1s hereby authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the operation of
this private gasoline plant after full compliance with all the provisions of
this resolution, and said permission shall be held to be granted, and accepted
subject to all necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future regula-
tions and ordinances of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of the
proper police, traffic and fire regulations; and the right of revocation is
retalned 1f, after hearing, it is found by the City Council that the sald Ameri.
can Taxl Company has falled and refused and will contimue to fall and refuse

to perform any such conditions, regulations and ordinances.
